Demands Home Rule. 

I am advised by the chairman of the 
public utilities committee of the house 
of representatives of the general as- 
sembly that twoelements may operate 
to defeat the passage of the so called 
Chicago home rule bill. These are the 
early adjournment of the legisiature 
and the public utility companies them- 
selves. This authoritative statement 
is of such a character that it must be 
heeded by the press and the people, if 
Chicago is to regain its right to regu- 
late and control its public utilities, of 
which right it was deprived a year and 
a half ago. 

The people themselves must be 
aroused to the necessity of action in 
order to secure a restoration of their 
inherent right to local self-govern- 
ment and in this way regain the power 
to improve conditions in the traction 
service and regulate the prices to be 
paid by the people for gas, electricity, 
and telephone service. 


Plea to Legislators. 

Members of the general assembly 
from the state at large who believe in 
evenhanded justice and fair play can 
certainly have no objection to allow- 
ing Chicago home rule and the people 
of this city are certainly capable of 
self-government and should not be 
denied this right at this time. 

The chief executive of our state isa 
former mayor of this city and there- 
fore realizes the imperative need for 
home rule. I have invited him to 
appear before the public utilities cam- 
mittee of the house with me and I also 
invite all the members of the city coun- 
cil, representatives of the numerous 
civic organizations, and as many public 
spirited citizens as can possibly spare 
a day from their bubsiness to be in 
Springfield tomorrow and appear with 
me before the committee to urge upon 
the legislators prompt consideration 
of the hame rule bill and such action 
by the house and senate committees 
as will bring this vital measure to a 
roll call on its passage in both branches 
of the genera! assembly. 


Will Push Gas Suits. 

I have promised the gas consumers 
of Chicago that the city's interest in 
the pending suits to secure permanent 
price reductions and the return of re- 
funds due them will be vigorously 
prosecuted, and in my campaign, in 
challenging my opponents’ stand on 
this question, I named a committee of 
aldermen, whom I would appoint to 
engage competent counse) for this 
purpose. I hereby redeem this prom- 


ise and request Ald. Lawley, Utpatel, 


Merriam, Capitain, Nance, and Rich- 
ert to act as. a special committee for 
the purpose named and urge their 
confirmation under your rules that 
they may take prompt steps in this 
important matter.

For reasons over which the local 
government of Chicago has no control 
we have 150,000 people out of employ- 
ment, and many more working at re- 
duced wages and on part time. This 
causes distress. The plurality of 
148,000 votes by which I was elected 
cannot be explained by the paramount 
importance of one or several local is- 
sues. The fact is, the voters emphati- 
cally expressed their dissatisfaction 
with the economic conditions exist- 
ing under the present national admin- 
istration and protested as vehemently 
as they could against the legislation 
enacted at Washington, which has 
been followed by hard times, When. 
the voters are aroused to a political 
situation they generally respond in 
the right. The resulta of this contest 
are undoubtedly but a forecast of the 
people’s verdict to be rendered at the 
polls in the next genera! election. 
Urges Immediate Public Work.

The department held her in quarantine 
on @ pension. In 1910 Mary had grown 
tired of living under quarantine, and she 
asked for and was given a parole. She 
promised not to hire out as cook. She 
broke her word and went to work as a 
cook in a sanitarium. Two cases of ty- 
pe “eveloped and Mary was discov. 


Her bad luck had 0 stranglehold. She 
tried the courts, and they pronounced 
her a menace to society. So far as is 
known she kept her promise until Octo- 
ber, 1914. Then she went to work as a 
cook at the Sloane Maternity hospital. 
Shortly afterward typhoid fever began 
to appear in that well conducted hos- 
pital. Twenty-five physicians and nurses 
came down with typhoid in January and 
February. The health department sleuths

DELE HUGO'S death in Paris last 
week is of much literary interest 
by reason of the fact that ali the 
copyrights of the works of her 
father, Victor Hugo, now pass into 
the possession of her nephew, George 
Hugo, and ef her niece, Jeanne, who wee 
first of all the wife of Leon Daudet, son 
of the great French novelist, Alphonse 
Daudet, and then the wife of Dr. Jean 
Charcot, the antarctic explorer, and the 
late Cornelius Vanderbilt's’ medical at- 
tendamt throughout his lest stay in 
Burope. 

After divorcing Leon Daudet and Dr. 
Charcot in turn, Jeanne is now the widow 
of Capt. Negroponte of the Greek army, 
stepson of the late Victor de Leaseps, He 
succumbed last year in Paris to an oper- 
ation for appendicitis. 

George Hugo and Jeanne Negroponte 
will likewise divide between them the 
huge fortune represented by the savings 
of their Insane aunt, Adele. 

Adele Hugo was never in New York. 
deepite statements to that effect con- 
tained in her obituaries last week, and it 
ja difficult to understand how the state- 
ment could have originated.
